Story o f 
Stanford 
W h ite’« 
Brutal 


C onquest o f Sixteen-Y ear-O ld 


G irl ltevealetl to Wor d. 


New York, Feb. 8.—Evelyn Nesbit 
Thaw has told her story in court. To 
save the life of her husband, charged 
with murder, she bared to the world 
the innermost secrets of her soul—a 
portrayal for which a sanctuary was 
a more fitting place than the crowded 
courtroom. 
It was the game story she told Har­ 
ry Thaw In Paris in 1903, when he had 
asked her to become his wift— the 
confession of one who #elt there was 
an insurmountable barrier to her ever 
becoming the bride of the man she 
loved. 
In the big witness chair she ap­ 
peared but a slip of a girl. 
And she 
told the pitiful story of her eventful 
young life in a frank, girlish way. 
When tears came unbidden to her big 
brown eyes and slowly trickled their 
way down scarlet cheeks, she strove 
in vain to keep them back. 
Though 
the lump in her throat at times seem­ 
ed about to smother her, she forced 
the words from trembling libs and by 
a marvelous display of courage, which 
took her willingly to her staggering 
ordeal, she shook off a depression 
which once threatened to become an 
absolute collapse. 
As the young wife unfolded the nar­ 
rative of her girlhood and told the 
early struggles of herself and her 
mother to keep body and soul togeth­ 
er; of how gaunt poverty stood ever 
I at the door, and how she finally was 
j able to earn a livelihood by posing 
for photographers and artists, she won 
the murmured sympathy of the throng 
that filled every available space in the 
big courtroom. 
Then came the relation of the wreck 
of that girlhood. 
It was the story of 
her meeting with Stanford White, the 
story of the sumptuous studio 
ment, whose dingy exterior gave no 
hint of the luxurious furnishings with­ 
in; of a velvet-covered swing in which 
one could swing until slippered toes 
crashed through the paper of a Jap­ 
anese parasol swung from the celling; 
the story of a glass of champagne, of 
black, whirling sensations, and of mir­ 
rored bedroom walls. 
In short, she 
told all the story. 
“Don't scream so. It Is all over. 
It 
Is all right." 
* 
*

» 
“And this was Stanford White?” 
The question came from Delphin M. 
Delraas, now conducting the defense 
of Harry Thaw. 
“Yes, sir.” 
Tho stillness of the crowd, which 
was big, bustling, shoving and snarl­ 
ing over some » specially coveted seat 
when court convened, was Its own 
tribute to the effect of the girl’s story. 
Into the narrative there entered noth­ 
ing of the woman of the world. A girl 
In face and figure. Mrs. Thaw was 
still a girl as she withstood an ordeal 
which might well have startled into 
terror a woman of m ature years and 
harsher experiences. 
Into the narra­ 
tive she injected many little touches 
of a young girl's hopes and disappoint­ 
ments. 
Of her early life she related 
how her mother had gone from Pitts­ 
burg to Philadelphia to secure assist­ 
ance and how she and her brother 
Howard—the brother who has been in 
court many days, but not once has 
gone near his sister—was placed on 
a train by friends and sent to their 
mother. 
She recalled that the two little trav­ 
elers had trouble with the conductor, 
who wanted to put their cat out of 
the car. 
But, she naively added, they 
held fas? possession of it, "just the 
same.” She told of her arrival in New 
York; of her life here and eventually 
the acceptance by her mother of the 
thrice-refused invitation of a girl of 
the theater to meet 
some of her 
friends 
at 
luncheon. 
These 
girls’ 
mother told 
Evelyn's 
mother they 
were people in New York society and 
perfectly proper, else she would not 
let her girl go with them. 
"When she came for me in the han­ 
som,” said th** witness, ”1 remember 
hoping wo were going to the Waldorf. 
I had heard so much about it and 
wanted to go there. 
But the hansom 
stopped in front of a dingy-looking 
building in West Twenty-fourth street, 
and I was told to get out. Mother had 
dressed me. 
My skirts were just to 
my shoe-tops then.” 
This was in August, 1901. 
"He was a big, fat and ugly man. 
I remember him meeting us at the 
head of three flights of stairs," she 
continued.

hoard when asked what the “specific 
purposes” ref* rred to in Mr. Rocke­ 
feller's letter meant, said that it was 
in th** line of educational work, and 
was intended, it* their opinion, to give 
.Mr. Rockefeller th*- right to direct the 
disposition "f the fund io such institu­ 
tions.

Many of Main Features of Proposed 
Measure Agreed Upon. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. s.— It was 
learned today that main of the main 
features of the public depository bill 
which is being drafted try the Joint 
subcom m ittees of the house and sen 
ate, have been agreed upon. 
An ef-1 
fort is being mad** to put the m* asure 
in shape for introduction early next 
week. 
T h a t provision in one depoel* i 
tory m easure which perm itted the se-1 
lection of not more than forty deposi- J 
tories for stat«» funds, to be located 
in different parts of the state, will be 
incorporated in the new bill, it is said. 
A state finance board will select the 
depositories. 
Instead of limiting the 
number 
of 
depositories 
for 
county 
funds to two or three, as several of 
the bills did, the new bill will throw 
the gates open in a county to all finan­ 
cial institutions which may deBire to 
secure funds after meeting all the re­ 
quirem ents of the law. 
This has been 
the wish of practically all the banks 
in the sta te which at present are not 
securing county deposits because of 
political 
alliances 
that 
the 
county 
treasurers may have with one or two 
favored banks. 
An im portant feature 
of the new bill is that It does not re­ 
quire b anks to enter bids for deposits. 
For county funds the county finance 
board and for state funds the state 
finance board will fix a flat rate of in­ 
terest which the banks shall pay. 


Representative Sw'eeney’s bill pro­ 
viding for flag stations for railroads In 
towns and cities of from 2,000 to 4,500 
population, failed to pass for lack of 
constitutional majority.

it up again. 
The bill relates primarily 
to Tell City. 
R epresentative Lieb of 
Spencer county obtained the enact­ 
ment of a m easure affecting th e burial 
of

soldiers

where they m ust be buried by the 
public, the members of th e family 
shall be given the money out of public 
funds to nrrange for the ceremonies. 
Senator W ood’s m easure prohibiting 
Sunday barbering was am ended to in­ 
clude clubs’ shops, and th**n advanced 
to

reading. 
R epresentative 
Wood fell’s bill legalizing m arriage of 
second cousins already perform ed, was 
passed. 
An effort to strike out the 
enacting 
clause 
of 
Representative 
Green's bill raising the m ortgage ex­ 
emption from $700 to $1,200, failed 
Representative F urnas’s bill to compel 
railroad com panies to haul 150 pounds 
of baggage on every first-class ticket, 
was passed by unanimous vote. 


The house advanced w hat has been 
known as Governor Hanly’s “ripper” 
bill, but it was amended so there was 
no stinger attach* *1 
It provided orig­ 
inally for th** abolition of all state in­ 
stitutional 
boards as co n stltm d 
at 
present, and for the appointm ent of 
uniform boards of four m em bers, two 
Republicans 
and 
two 
Democrats. 
There was so much opposition to this 
plan that R epresentative H anna, who 
introduced the bill, found that it would 
have to be amend* d so as not to inter­ 
fere with the persons who are now 
mem bers of the board. 
This am end­ 
ment was insert* *! and as the m easure 
stands the governor will be perm itted 
to appoint one more m em ber of each 
board. 
T h e other am endm ents were 
of a m inor character. 
The Democrats 
and 
antl-admlnistration 
Republicans 
were willing to stand for the bill after 
it wus am ended to suit them. 


The W abash Railroad com pany has 
paid S ecretary of State Sims $68,500 
in filing a notice of its increase of cap­ 
ital stock to $66,500,000. 
This is the 
largest fee ever paid to the secretary 
of state of Indiana and it will be suf­ 
ficient to m eet all of the expenses of 
the dep artm en t for four years and 
leave a balance of $7,000.

Day laborers are practically 
exempted. 
The tax upon incomes 
above $1,000 a year is made progres­ 
sive up to 4 per cent of the total. 


Sapulpa Is Ambitious.

T., has offered a proposition to the 
constitutional convention to locate the 
capital of the new state at th a t place.
